Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  report  to  vou  on  the  health  of  the  district 
for  the  year  1963. 

There  were  1,097  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  and  confirmed 
during  the  year.  This  compares  unfavourably  with  the  400  cases 
reported  in  1962. 

Measles  was  responsible  for  87%  of  the  notifications,  a continu- 
ation of  the  epidemic  occurring  towards  the  dose  of  the  previous  year 
and  continuing  for  the  most  part  throughout  the  first  two  quarters  of 
1963.  The  advisability  of  immunisation  against  measles  is  at  present 
a matter  of  conjecture. 

Dysentery,  representing  3.4%  of  the  notifications,  was  more  than 
double  last  year’s  figure.  33%  of  cases  occurred  in  adults,  a sad 
reflection  on  our  standards  of  personal  hygiene. 

Food  poisoning  notifications  were  almost  twice  last  year’s  number, 
but  apart  from  4 small  family  outbreaks,  cases  were  single  and  sporadic. 

There  were  7 more  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  than  in 
1962,  the  increase  being  confined  to  males  under  25  years  of  age.  There 
was,  however,  one  fewer  death  than  last  year. 

Notifications  of  Whooping  Cough  were  again  negligible,  repre- 
senting less  than  |%  of  the  total. 

Accidents  on  the  roads  and  in  the  home  are  still  a matter  of  great 
concern  to  the  Safety  Committee.  Of  the  eight  residents  of  this  area 
killed  in  road  accidents,  four  were  18  or  19  years  of  age,  and  in  three 
of  these  a motor  cycle  was  concerned.  The  average  age  of  people 
dying  in  road  accidents  was  36  years,  while  the  average  age  of  the  5 
persons  who  died  as  a result  of  home  and  other  accidents  was  79  years. 

The  cleansing  Station  in  Bramcote  was  not  in  use  during  the  year, 
but  infestation  of  school  children’s  hair  required  treatment  in  a few 
cases.  Five  houses  had  to  be  disinfested. 
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During  the  year  the  County  Council  appointed  a Paediatric 
District  Nurse  to  this  area,  her  duty  being  to  nurse  children  ill  at  home 
or  after  discharge  from  hospital  with  wounds  requiring  dressing,  etc. 
Better  use  could  be  made  of  this  service,  which,  so  far,  is  not  being 
utilised  to  the  full. 

The  W.V.S.  and  the  Home  Help  Service  are  to  be  congratulated 
for  their  continued  valuable  contribution  to  the  welfare  of  the  elderly. 
There  is  however,  a growing  demand  to  meet  the  nutritional  and 
social  requirements  of  our  ageing  population  which  in  some  instances 
has  fallen  below  standard. 

A lack  of  recruits  has  rendered  this  service,  in  some  cases,  per- 
functory, and  if  the  need  is  to  be  adequately  met  the  existing  home  help 
staff  must  be  increased  by  a third.  The  difficulty  arises  from  the  fact 
that  the  service  has  to  compete  with  the  lucrative  demands  of  local 
industry.  Many  Home  Helps  obtain  real  satisfaction  and  social  ful- 
filment in  this  form  of  Community  Service.  The  help  of  active  women 
with  a sense  of  vocation  in  this  field,  even  for  a few  hours  a week, 
would  solve  many  problems.

The  Birth  Rate  has  fallen  slightly,  hut  is  over  the  average  for  the 
past  five  years. 

While  the  Death  Rate  is  less  than  last  year,  it  is  slightly  above 
the  average  for  the  same  period.

71%  of  infant  deaths  occurred  in  the  Neonatal  period  and  66.6% 
in  the  first  week  of  life.  In  this  group,  three  infants  died  from  Con- 
genital defects  and  eleven  were  premature,  there  being  two  sets  of 
twins.  The  remaining  infant  died  of  a Cerebral  Haemorrhage,  but 
also  had  a Congenital  absence  of  the  Kidneys. 

Of  the  six  children  who  survived  the  first  month  of  life,  four 
died  of  Broncho-pneumonia,  and  of  these  one  had  atresia  of  the 
oesophagus  and  one  fibrocystic  disease  of  the  pancreas.  One,  who 
died  of  meningitis,  was  a congenital  hydrocephalic  and  the  remaining 
infant  died  of  staphylococcal  pneumonia. 

Enquiry  indicates  in  the  case  of  the  premature  infants  that  all 
but  one  case  had  adequate  ante-natal  care.  In  this  latter  case,  the 
mother  attended  her  doctor  only  on  one  occasion  in  spite  of  a history 
of  previous  miscarriages  and  developed  a haemorrhage  six  weeks 
prior  to  delivery  for  which  she  sought  no  medical  aid. 

In  one  case  of  twins  and  one  single  pregnancy  the  mothers  had  an 
uneventful  ante-natal  period.  In  all  the  other  cases  there  were  histories 
of  threatened  abortion,  hypertension  or  pleurisy. 

Five  mothers  were  delivered  of  children  with  congenital  defects. 
All  had  adequate  ante-natal  care,  but  only  one  had  an  uneventful 
ante-natal  period.  One  had  vague  abdominal  pains  during  the  first 
three  months;  one  had  acute  intestinal  infection  at  six  weeks,  one  a 
threatened  miscarriage  at  about  three  months,  and  finally  one  had 
drugs  for  hyperemesis,  and  had  a fall  early  in  pregnancy. 

STILLBIRTHS 

Thirteen  stillbirths  occurred  during  the  year.  Of  these  two  died 
of  haemolytic  disease  of  the  newborn  associated  with  Rhesus  in- 
compatability. 

Two  deaths  were  associated  with  maternal  toxaemia  and  in 
another  two  cases  there  was  maternal  hypertension  during  pregnancy. 

In  three  cases  there  was  antepartum  haemorrhage  causing 
placental  insufficiency  and  intra-uterine  asphyxia. 

One  child  was  very  premature,  and  one  was  an  anencephalic. 
The  causes  of  death  in  the  remainder  were  unknown,  but  one  foetus 
was  macerated.

Ambulance  Facilities.  The  Nottinghamshire  County  Council 
have  a comprehensive  co-ordinated  Ambulance  Service  covering  the 
whole  of  the  administrative  County  Area. 


The  ambulance  requirements  of  the  Beeston  and  Stapleford 
Urban  District  are  in  the  main  covered  by  the  vehicles  and  personnel 
of  the  Beeston  Ambulance  Depot.  The  vehicle  establishment  of  this 
Depot  is  three  ambulances  and  1 large  and  2 small  dual-purpose 
vehicles.

Methods  by  which  the  Public  may  obtain  an  Ambulance  : — 

(a)  In  Emergency.  Dial  “ O ” (or  999  where  the  appropriate 
facility  has  been  provided — the  disc  on  the  instrument  will 
indicate  this)  and  ask  for  “ Ambulance.”  The  telephone 
number,  as  indicated  on  the  instrument,  and  the  caller’s 
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name  and  address  should  be  given  when  requested.  The 
Exchange  will  connect  the  caller  with  the  main  station 
concerned.  The  nature  of  the  emergency  and  the  address 
(or  exact  location  in  the  case  of  an  accident)  to  which  the 
ambulance  should  be  sent,  should  be  clearly  stated. 

All  urgent  calls  for  accidents,  sudden  illness  or  maternity 
will  be  answered  without  question,  and  the  Main  Station 
will  provide  an  ambulance  either  directly  or  through  a 
Sub-Station. 

(b)  Non-Urgent  Calls.  These  should  be  made  to  the  County 
Ambulance  Control,  by  dialling  or  asking  for  Nottingham 
55939.  Such  calls,  including  routine  hospital  attendances, 
etc.,  will  only  be  accepted  when  supported  by  a recommen- 
dation as  to  need  from  a Doctor,  Nurse,  Midwife,  Dentist, 
or  other  responsible  person.  The  following  information 
should  be  given  by  a person  making  a call  : — 

His  or  her  name  and  address, 

Name  and  address  of  patient, 

Patient  to  be  conveyed  from 

to (Place  or  address  in  each  case) 

Time  and  date  of  ambulance  required, 

Type  of  case  or  nature  of  illness. 

In  these  cases  as  much  notice  as  possible  should  be  given. 
The  Use  of  Messengers. 

Instead  of  telephoning,  messengers  may  be  sent 
direct  to  any  station,  sub-station  or  depot,  but  in 
emergency  the  method  described  above  is  preferable. 
It  is  to  be  emphasised  that  the  dial  “ O ” or  “ 999  ” method 
should  never  be  used  except  in  circumstances  of  urgency. 
The  service  is  free  and  no  payment  should  be  proffered  to 
drivers  or  attendants. 

It  cannot  be  emphasised  too  strongly  that  the  Ambulance 
Service  is  provided  only  for  those  patients  who  really  require 
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it.  Before  recommending  a patient  for  ambulance  transport 
otherwise  than  in  emergency,  doctors,  midwives,  nurses, 
dentists  and  others  should  therefore  be  satisfied  that  the 
patient  could  not,  owing  to  illness  or  disability,  reasonably 
be  expected  to  travel  by  public  transport.  The  ambulance 
service  may  be  abused  at  the  expense  of  a patient  where 
need  is  desperate — and  at  the  cost  of  his  life.

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Home  Help  Service 

At  the  time  of  writing,  1 full  time  and  52  part  time  Home  Helps 
are  employed  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  in  this  district. 

Home  Helps  are  available  for  households  where  domestic  help 
is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in, 
an  expectant  mother,  mentally  defective,  aged,  or  a child  not  over 
compulsory  school  age.  The  charge  for  their  services  is  now 
4/6d  per  hour,  but  the  County  Council’s  Scale  of  Assistance  is 
applied  in  cases  where  the  householder  is  unable  to  afford  the  standard 
charge. 

A Sub-Organiser  and  a Case-Worker  are  employed  in  this  district 
and  have  office  accommodation  at  Dovecote  Lane  Clinic,  Beeston. 
The  telephone  number  is  Nottingham  256603.

Day  Nurseries 

There  are  two  fifty-place  non-residential  Day  Nurseries 
within  the  district,  one  at  Stapleford  and  one  at  Beeston. 

It  is  envisaged  that  Stapleford  Nursery  will  close  in  September, 
1964,  because  of  lack  of  support. 

Care  of  Premature  Infants 

The  provision  of  draught-proof  cots  with  hot-water  bottles, 
blankets,  etc.,  and  an  ambulance  is  made  for  all  premature  infants 
requiring  transportation  to  hospital.  They  are  accompanied  by  a 
Midwife  or  Health  Visitor. 

Similarly  equipped  cots  are  provided  for  such  infants  nursed  at 
home. 

The  services  of  a Consultant  Paediatrician  are  available  when 
required. 


Paediatric  Nursing  Service 


A district  Nurse,  Miss  Lawson,  of  5,  Barn  Croft,  Chilwell, 
(Tel.  255686),  is  available  to  nurse  children  in  this  area  ill  in  their 
own  homes.

Rheumatism  Clinic 

A Rheumatism  Clinic  held  in  the  Chilwell  Memorial  Hall  is  run 
by  the  British  Red  Cross  Detachment,  two  sessions  being  held  weekly, 
on  Wednesday  afternoon  and  Saturday  afternoon  during  the  months 
October  to  May. 

Patients  are  treated  on  production  of  a Doctor’s  certificate  ; the 
physiotherapist  in  charge  is  Mrs.  Wagg,  111,  High  Road,  Chilwell. 


Nursing  in  The  Home 

1.  Infectious  Diseases.  All  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  which 
cannot  effectively  be  isolated  at  home  and  nursed  by  members  of  the 
household  are  removed  to  Isolation  Hospitals.  No  assistance  is 
available  from  any  other  source  for  nursing  infectious  disease  cases 
at  home. 

2.  General.  There  are  ten  district  nurses  operating  in  the  dis- 
trict, five  appointed  by  the  Beeston  Nursing  Association,  three  by  the 
Chilwell,  Attenborough  and  Toton  Nursing  Association,  and  two 
by  the  Stapleford  Nursing  Association.  These  Associations  function 
on  behalf  of  the  Local  Health  Authority. 


Laboratory  Facilities 

Specimens  from  cases  or  suspected  cases  of  Diphtheria,  Tuber- 
culosis, Enteric  Fever,  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever,  Pneumonia,  Dysentery, 
Food  Poisoning  and  complications  of  Pregnancy  and  the  Puerperium 
are  sent  for  examination  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  63,  Gold- 
smith Street,  Nottingham.  There  is  no  charge  for  this  service.  A 
small  stock  of  tubes,  swabs,  etc.,  for  these  purposes  is  kept  at  the 
Health  Department,  Beeston. 
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Scabies  and  Pediculosis 

The  Scabies  Clinic  at  Brarncote  continues  to  function.  On  receipt 
of  a request  from  the  Local  Medical  Practitioners,  Factory  Medical 
Officers,  School  Medical  Officers  or  any  other  source,  arrangements 
are  made  for  those  concerned  to  attend  at  the  Special  Scabies  Clinic 
at  Brarncote  Recreation  Ground  for  treatment. 

The  patients  are  given  a hot  bath  and  are  treated  twice,  usually 
on  successive  days,  with  Benzyl  Benzoate. 

A Benzyl  Benzoate  product  with  a vanishing  cream  base  has  been 
used  successfully  on  very  small  children  for  whom  the  normal  25% 
Benzoate  emulsion  proves  too  irritating. 

Lethane  Oil  or  other  preparations  are  still  supplied  free  to  cases 
of  Pediculosis. 

The  Marie  Curie  Memorial  Foundation  Day  and  Night  Nursing 

Service 

The  object  of  this  service  is  to  assist  in  the  care  of  cancer  patients 
being  nursed  in  their  own  homes. 

A register  of  qualified  nurses  and  women  with  some  nursing 
experience  who  are  available  day  for  and/or  night  duty  is  being  compiled 
by  the  County  Health  Department.  The  service  will  be  free  but  a 
donation  can  be  made  to  the  funds  of  the  Foundation  if  desired. 

The  service  is  administered  through  the  County  Health  De- 
partment and  the  Superintendent  of  the  Nottinghamshire  Nursing 
Federation. 

Health  Education 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
gave  several  talks  to  organisations  within  the  area  on  health  matters, 
using  slides  and  film  strips  for  illustration. 

I am  indebted  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  Mr.  Wass, 
the  County  Health  Education  Officer,  for  the  following  resume  of 
their  activities  in  this  field  within  the  district. 

“During  the  year  under  review,  there  has  been  a lively  interest 
in  health  matters,  demonstrated  by  the  weight  of  applications  re- 
ceived. 

Visual  aid  on  many  occasions  has  proved  most  helpful  to  sup- 
plement talks.  There  were  24  meetings  at  Child  Welfare  Centres  in 
the  area  and  the  subjects  included  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  care 
in  general,  and  the  more  specialised  subjects  of  Immunisation  and 
Vaccination,  Accident  Prevention,  Care  of  Infants’  Feet,  Care  of 
Teeth,  Physiology  of  Pregnancy;  films  and  film-strips  were  used 
where  possible  at  these  meetings. 
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There  were  ten  evening  meetings  of  various  organisations,  in- 
cluding Young  Wives’  Clubs,  Townswomen’s  Guilds,  Adult  Schools, 
Social  Services  Clubs,  etc.,  and  one  meeting  at  Civil  Defence  Head- 
quarters, covered  by  Doctor  Valentine,  at  which  the  new  film  “Pulse 
of  Life”  was  used. 

At  the  request  of  the  management  of  a large  manufacturing 
concern  in  the  area,  officers  from  the  Department  of  Health  Education 
visited  the  establishment;  consequently  a series  of  ten  lectures  on  food 
and  drink  infection  was  delivered  to  the  firm’s  catering  and  kitchen 
staff  during  September  and  October.  This  series  also  included  five 
film  shows  with  the  use  of  a Ministry  film  entitled  “Another  Case  of 
Poisoning”. 

Another  highlight  of  this  period  was  the  visit  to  Bramcote  Hills 
School  of  a ‘Smoking  and  Health’  Mobile  Unit  from  the  Central  Council 
for  Health  Education.  This  comprised  two  graduate  lecturers,  ap- 
propriate demonstration  material,  and  16mm.  sound  films  on  the  aspect 
and  incidence  of  lung  cancer. 

It  seems  that  the  impact  of  this  visit  upon  pupils  at  the  school  was 
positive,  and  from  observations  made  by  these  pupils  after  the  meeting, 
the  occasion  was  very  successful,  demonstrating,  as  County  Alderman 
Mrs.  B.  Sharrard,  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee,  implied  re- 
garding training  along  these  lines,  “the  earlier  the  better”. 

Several  small  displays  were  organised,  where  possible,  at  Child 
Welfare  Centres,  at  the  request  of  the  Health  Visitor  concerned  and 
a variety  of  posters  and  literature  was  distributed  throughout  the 
area. 


Generally,  this  has  been  a very  interesting  year  in  an  area  which  I 
feel  has  a terrific  potential  in  Health  Education  if  allowed  to  be  de- 
veloped by  the  County  in  the  future. 

The  Health  Education  personnel  express  their  appreciation  of 
the  help  and  co-operation  extended  to  them  by  the  Health  Visitors 
and  their  staff  at  the  centres  concerned.  This  help  has  been  invaluable, 
and  the  Health  Education  Officer  sincerely  hopes  that  the  patience 
and  tolerance  exercised  by  these  members  of  the  staff  in  the  area 
concerned  can  be  continued  to  further  the  cause  of  Health  Education 
in  the  future. 
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SECTION  “C” 

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  Over,  Infectious  and  other  Diseases 

On  receipt  of  notification  of  an  Infectious  Disease  the  following 

procedure  is  put  into  practice  : — 

In  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Poliomyelitis,  Cerebro-Spinal 
Fever  or  Diphtheria,  etc.,  the  home  of  the  patient  is  visited 
by  one  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  who  reports  regard- 
ing the  home  conditions,  contacts,  and  the  advisability  of  re- 
moval to  hospital.  Swabs  are  taken  where  necessary  and  sent 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  investigation  for  bacteria, 
and  the  Health  Department  arrange  the  removal  to  hospital 
of  all  cases  requiring  hospital  treatment  or  isolation. 
The  Health  Visitor  and/or  School  Nurse  is  also  notified 
of  all  appropriate  cases,  and  it  is  her  duty  to  visit  and 
educate  the  parents  regarding  contact  periods,  isolation 
periods,  and  to  follow  up  school  and  pre-school  contacts 
who  are  susceptible. 

Disinfection  of  premises  and  library  books  is  carried  out  by 
the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  as  and  when  necessary. 
Head  teachers  of  the  schools  in  the  district  are  notified  of 
all  cases  of  infection  occurring  amongst  their  children. 
They,  too,  are  required  to  notify  the  Health  Department 
of  any  cases  of  infection  occurring  in  their  schools  as  soon 
as  they  become  aware  of  such. 

In  cases  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  does  not  visit,  but  an  informative  letter  is  sent  to 
the  parents  instructing  them  in  the  duties  of  isolation  and 
quarantine,  and  pointing  out  the  penalties  for  neglect. 

'Fhe  Health  Visitor  and/or  School  Nurse  visit  cases  of  Whoop- 
ing Cough,  to  ensure  that  adequate  isolation  is  maintained. 
Wherever  possible  in  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning 
all  utensils  and  all  food  still  remaining  from  meals  taken 
during  the  24  hours  preceding  the  onset  of  symptoms 
are  submitted  for  examination. 

In  the  event  of  an  epidemic  of  food  poisoning,  dysentery, 
etc.,  the  co-operation  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  staff 
is  requested. 

Gamma  Globulin  is  available  at  the  Public  Health  Labora- 
tory for  the  induction  of  possible  immunity  in  appropriate 
cases  e.g.  expectant  mothers  in  the  early  months  of  pregnancy, 
who  are  contacts  of  German  Measles  and  have  not  had 
the  infection.

4.  Food  Poisoning 

Twenty-nine  cases  of  food  poisoning  occurred  during  the  year, 
all  in  the  2nd  and  3rd  quarters.  These  included  two  family  outbreaks; 
one  consisting  of  four  cases  in  which  the  offending  organism  was  found 
to  be  Salmonella  Bredeney,  and  one  of  two  cases  due  to  Salmonella 
Typhi-Murium.  In  two  other  such  outbreaks,  six  persons  were  affected, 
but  the  causative  agent  was  not  identified.  Seventeen  single  cases  were 
investigated  and  in  nine  of  these  the  causal  organism  wras  not  dis- 
covered. In  the  remaining  eight  cases,  five  were  due  to  Salmonella 
Typhi-Murium,  and  one  each  to  Salmonella  Bovis  Morbificans, 
Salmonella  Stanley  and  Salmonella  Enteritides.  Two  further  cases, 
not  notified,  were  investigated,  one  being  due  to  Salmonella  Typhi- 
Murium  and  one  to  Salmonella  Brandenburg. 
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5.  Measles 

There  were  957  cases  of  measles  confirmed  during  the  year,  the 
vast  majority  occurring  in  the  first  two  quarters  of  the  year. 

6.  Puerperal  Pyrexia 

There  were  four  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  notified  during  the 
year,  two  of  which  occurred  in  home  confinements  and  two  in  hospital. 
All  made  a good  recovery. 

7.  Scarlet  Fever 

There  were  37  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  eleven  more  than  last  year, 
but  only  50%  of  the  average  figure  for  the  past  5 years. 

8.  Smallpox  (Variola) 

No  case  of  smallpox  was  notified  during  the  vear,  nor  was  it 
necessary  to  utilise  the  Consultative  Service. 

9.  Tuberculosis 

Twenty-six  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during 
the  year,  a figure  greater  than  in  1961  and  1962,  but  less  than  the 
average  for  the  past  five  years.  The  great  majority  of  the  cases  were 
males,  and  of  these  31.5%  were  in  the  age  range  25-45  years,  and  37% 
in  the  group  0-25  years.

10.  Acute  Aseptic  Meningitis 

A small  outbreak  of  Acute  Aseptic  Meningitis,  possibly  due  to  a 
Frater  virus,  occurred  in  the  South  Ward  towards  the  end  of  July, 
lasting  until  the  end  of  August. 

There  were  seven  cases  notified,  all  living  in  the  South  Ward 
within  a radius  of  about  a quarter  of  a mile.  The  first  two  cases  and 
cases  4 and  6 had  social  connections,  but  there  were  no  close  relation- 
ships discovered  in  the  remaining  cases. 

The  manifestations  were  meningism,  with  severe  headache, 
pain  in  the  eyes,  vomiting,  nuchal  rigidity  and  fever.  All  recovered 
without  stigmata.  In  three  cases  other  members  of  the  family  had 
influenza-like  manifestations,  prior  to  the  onset  of  the  disease  in  the 
patient.

During  1963  282  children  completed  a primary  course  of  Im- 
munisation against  diphtheria  and  405  were  given  a Booster  dose 
after  school  entry,  under  Public  Health  Department  arrangements. 
A further  661  children  were  immunised  by  their  General  Medical 
Practitioners  who  were  also  responsible  for  giving  450  re-inforcing 
injections.  943  children  were  immunised  in  all,  143  more  than  last 
year.

Work  is  well  advanced  on  our  No.  6 Area  which  includes  Atten- 
borough, that  part  of  Chilwell  to  the  south  of  Byepass  Road  and 
High  Road,  Chilwell,  and  a small  part  of  Beeston  South,  containing 
approximately  1,500  premises. 

In  December,  1963,  following  the  publication  of  a White  Paper 
on  the  probable  availability  of  the  different  fuels,  the  Minister  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  issued  Circular  69/63,  pointing  out 
that  some  reshaping  of  current  arrangements  to  ensure  the  continued 
smooth  establishment  of  Smoke  Control  Areas  was  necessary.  Whereas 
in  the  past  it  has  been  possible  nearly  everywhere  to  rely  on  gas  coke 
suitable  for  use  in  the  ordinary  improved  open  grate,  from  now  on, 
in  consequence  of  technological  changes  in  the  gas  industry,  there 
would  be  little  or  no  increase  in  the  production  of  gas  coke,  and  more 
reliance  would  have  to  be  placed  on  other  fuels.  It  was  pointed  out 
that  there  are  in  most  areas  abundant  supplies  of  hard  coke  suitable 
for  use  on  under-floor  draught  fires  and  on  openable  stoves  (known 
as  room  heaters)  and  a revised  and  more  generous  system  of  grant 
payments  was  set  out. 
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Despite  these  additional  difficulties  it  is  sincerely  hoped  that  the 
very  satisfactory  progress  being  made  in  the  cleaning  up  of  the  air 
will  be  maintained  in  this  and  other  areas. 

Improvements  in  industrial  plants  in  the  area  are  being  carried 
out  currently  with  the  establishment  of  Smoke  Control  Areas  and 
British  Railways  steam  locomotives  are  also  being  rapidly  replaced 
on  the  main  lines  and  in  the  Toton  Sidings. 

Air  pollution  by  diesel  motors  on  our  roads  is  another  evil,  the 
prevention  of  which  is  long  overdue  and  which  surely  should  be  tackled 
energetically  without  further  delay. 

Measurement  of  Air  Pollution 

Readings  of  atmospheric  pollution  in  the  district  by  means  of  the 
two  daily  Smoke  Filter  and  Volumetric  Sulphur  Dioxide  Apparatus 
which  are  stationed  at  Beeston  Roundhill  and  Stapleford  Fairfield 
Schools,  and  the  Deposit  Gauge  on  the  roof  of  the  Roundhill  School 
have  continued  during  the  year.  Further  Deposit  Gauges  have  now 
been  set  up  at  the  Stapleford  Fairfield  and  the  Chilwell  Sunnyside 
Schools,  and  a further  Volumetric  Apparatus  is  shortly  to  be  placed 
in  the  Sunnyside  School.  This  school  is  in  the  middle  of  our  first 
Smoke  Control  Area.  We  are  indebted  to  the  Director  of  Education 
and  the  respective  Flead  Teachers  for  permitting  us  the  use  of  the 
schools  for  this  purpose. 

We  hope  to  obtain  much  useful  information  from  these  instru- 
ments, not  the  least  of  which  will  be  to  see  how  the  atmosphere  of  the 
district  is  affected  by  the  giant  2,000  megawatt  Power  Station  at 
Ratcliffe-on-Soar  on  which  tremendous  progress  is  now  being  made.

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WATER 

With  the  exception  of  a few  isolated  properties,  the  whole  of  the 
district  obtains  its  water  from  the  Nottingham  Corporation.  The 
supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity,  has  no  plumbo- 
solvent  action  and  no  complaints  have  been  received. 

Two  samples  of  drinking  water  were  taken  during  the  year,  one 
being  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  and  one  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory.  Both  were  satisfactory. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE 
Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

I would  like  to  start  this  section  by  paying  especial  tribute  and 
thanks  to  Mr.  George  Hollingsworth  who  has  been  Foreman  and 
Engineer  at  the  Destructor  and  Sewage  Works  at  Beeston  for  over 
40  years,  and  who  relinquished  his  Destructor  duties  at  the  end  of 
May,  1964.  He  has  indeed  served  his  Council  and  the  district  faith- 
fully and  well,  and  we  are  most  grateful  to  him. 

At  the  same  time,  we  welcome  his  successor,  Mr.  Henry  Thompson 
who  came  to  us  from  Ayr,  and  we  hope  that  he  will  have  a long  and 
happy  stay  with  us  in  Beeston. 

How  many  people  give  a second  thought  to  the  workmen  engaged 
daily  in  keeping  their  houses  and  surroundings  free  from  ashes,  waste 
food,  tins,  paper  and  rags,  etc  ? This  indeed  is  a thankless  task  and 
yet  one  which  is  carried  out  cheerfully  and  regularly  by  those  work- 
men to  whom  we  are  all  very  much  indebted.  It  can  be  said  that  the 
service  has  funtioned  reasonably  smoothly  and  satisfactorily  during  the 
year,  and  whenever  we  have  fallen  below  our  weekly  collection  target 
it  has  been  because  of  severe  staff  shortages. 

Work  has  commenced  on  the  extension  of  the  receiving  hopper 
at  the  Destructor  necessitated  by  the  greatly  increased  bulk  of  the 
refuse  collected. 

We  continue  to  collect  all  unwanted  furniture,  bedding,  carpets 
and  other  household  junk  free  of  charge,  and  this,  I am  sure,  prevents 
such  materials  being  dumped  behind  hedges,  in  ditches,  or  on  waste 
ground,  and  does  much  to  keep  the  district  tidy.  The  amount  of  such 
articles  is  also  assuming  mammoth  proportions  and  puts  a great  strain 
on  labour  and  the  destructor  carcase  chamber  which  is  used  for  their 
disposal.  It  is  hoped  that  an  independent  incinerator  will  shortly 
be  obtained  for  this  purpose. 

Salvage  of  Waste  Materials 

Although  the  total  weight  of  materials  salvaged  and  sold  during 
the  year  ended  31st  March,  1964,  (1,897  tons)  showed  an  increase  of 
some  53  tons  over  last  year,  the  income  from  such  sales  showed  a drop 
of  £77,  from  /’1 3,533  to  ^13 ,456.  Waste  paper  showed  an  increase 
of  65  tons  up  to  1,979  tons,  equal  to  our  highest  ever  weight,  and 
£500  over  last  year.
